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PREFACE 

This  bibliography  was  prepared  for  use  in  a  three-day  continuing 
educaiion  workshop  on  I 'The  Spatial  Structure  of  Comprehensive  Health 
Planning' '  conducted  by  the  Graduate  Department  of  Community  Planning 
of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  during  August,  1969.  The  workshop  v/as 
supported  with  a  grant  from  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service. 

This  is  a  working  bibliography,  compiled  vjhile  preparing  for  the 
workshop;  no  attempt  was  made  to  generate  an  exhaustive  listing.  The 
references  are  listed  in  two  major  parts:  (I)  Locational  analysis  and 
planning  of  health  facilities  and  services;  and  (II)  General  references 
on  the  spatial  structure  of  comprehensive  health  planning.  The  second 
part  consists  of  publications  on:  health  planning,  health  economics,  the 
process  of  planned  change,  geographical  method  and  theory,  and  analytical 
techniques.  Asterisks  (*)  indicate  the  six  references  that  the  partici- 
pants were  asked  to  read  prior  to  the  workshop;  these  references  served 
to  introduce  the  basic  themes  covered  during  the  workshop.
